Your $1.46 net cost has a percentage 
markup 54/* . Therefore your maximum price* is $2.26 
per shirt ($1.47 times 0.54 equals $0,764; $1.47 plus 
$0,794 equals $2,264).

This sort of thing, coming from an agency like OPA, 
which has so bungled the food situation that Congress 
extended its life only on probation, is utterly fantastic as 
a war activity.
